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INTRODUCTION 


THIS ANNUAL ABSTRACT OF STATISTICS for the 
United Kingdom has been prepared by the Central 
Statistical Office in collaboration with the Statistics 
Divisions of Government Departments. 


2. The name of the Department or organisation 
providing the statistics is shown under each table. 
In addition, an Index of Sources is given on pages 284 
to 288, which sets out the official publications or 
other sources from which the statistics are taken or 
to which further reference can be made. The tables 
in the Abstract contain the latest statistics available, 
even though they may not yet have appeared in 
departmental publications. 


3. This Abstract of Statistics gives annual figures, 
so far as they are available, for the year 1938 and for 
each of the years 1944 to 1953. Some of the tables 
include figures for the early months of 1954. Current 
data for many of the series appearing in the Abstract 
are contained in the Monthly Digest of Statistics 
prepared by the Central Statistical Office and pub- 
lished by H.M. Stationery Office. 


4. Acknowledgment is also made to the trade 
organisations which have supplied statistics, in parti- 
cular to the British Iron and Steel Federation, Lloyd’s 
Register, the Chamber of Shipping of the United 
Kingdom, the Wholesale Textile Association and to 
the publishers of the Leather Trades Yearbook and 
the Silk and Rayon Directory. 


Definitions 
5. Area covered. Except where otherwise stated 


all statistics relate to the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. 


6. Time series. So far as possible annual totais are 
given throughout, but quarterly or monthly figures 
are given where these are more suitable to the type of 
series. Except where it is stated to the contrary all 
statistics are for calendar years ended 31st December. 

For some series, weekly data are collected and not 
figures for calendar years. In such cases the figures 
appearing in the columns for particular years are 
cumulative totals for 52 or 53 weeks and, where this 
is so, attention is drawn to the footnotes to the tables. 
Since the series have not been adjusted to make them 
equivalent to a calendar year, care must be taken in 
making comparisons between figures for periods of 
different numbers of weeks. 


7. Explanatory notes. Several sections of the 
Abstract are preceded by pages of explanatory notes 
which should be read in conjunction with the tables. 
In addition, definitions of many of the terms occurring 
in both the Abstract and the Monthly Digest of 
Statistics are given in detail in the Supplement of 


Definitions and Explanatory Notes to the Monthly 
Digest of Statistics published by H.M. Stationery 
Office. The original sources listed in the Index of 
Sources may also be consulted. 


8. Consumption and stocks. Statistics of consump- 
tion and stocks should be used with particular caution. 
Figures given under the headings of ‘‘ consumption ” 
or “ total disposals ” are usually derived from statistics 
of releases from stocks by Controls or manufacturers 
and include the amount delivered for export or re- 
export. Where exports form a significant proportion 
of total disposals the amount made available for con- 
sumption within the United Kingdom is shown 
separately. 

Figures of stocks may be affected to some degree 
by seasonal influences. Moreover, these figures often 
relate to only part of the total stocks in the country. 


Revisions and changes in content 


9. Revisions. The scope of the Abstract is revised 
from time to time to include new statistical information 
as it becomes available. Some of the figures included 
in this Abstract are regarded by Departments as 
provisional only and may be revised subsequently.

Il. POPULATION AND VITAL STATISTICS 


THE TABLES on population and vital statistics included 
in this section cover a longer period of time than do 
the tables in other sections. In view of this there have 
inevitably been changes in the scope of the figures. 
Attention is drawn particularly to the figures for 
Northern Ireland which have been calculated for years 
before 1921 by excluding from the figures for Ireland 
as a whole those for the 26 Counties which are now 
known as the Irish Republic. The figures for Wales 
include Monmouthshire throughout. 


Population. Figures of population are given on 
two bases. Up to and including 1939 they relate to 
the de facto or ‘“‘ home” population, that is, to the 
people actually in the country at the date of the census 
or estimate. This series is resumed from 1951. 


In Table 7 estimates from 1951 are also given for 
total population; that is, estimates of de facto popu- 
lation have been extended to include members of 
H.M. Forces serving overseas, while excluding 
Commonwealth and foreign forces in the United 
Kingdom. 


Births. The number of births shown in the tables 
are either those registered or those occurring in each 
year. For Scotland and Northern Ireland the figures 
throughout are those registered. For England and 
Wales the figures for 1938 and earlier years are for 
those registered and, from 1939 onwards, for those 
occurring in each year. 


The number of births (registered or occurring) are 
expressed as a rate per 1,000 population. In calcu- 
lating these rates the figures of population used for 
1939 and earlier years and for 1950 onwards are for 
the de-facto population. From 1940 to 1949 inclusive 
they are for the total population as defined above, 
except that Scottish rates take no account of forces 
serving outside Scotland before the war. 


Legitimate maternities: England and Wales. A 
maternity is a pregnancy which has terminated in the 
birth of one or more live or still-born children. From 
1943 onwards the figures are tabulated on an occur- 
rence basis; for 1939 they are derived from birth 
registrations and have been adjusted to make them 
comparable with the figures for subsequent years. 


From 1952, there is a break in the continuity of 
the series. The analyses by marriage duration and 
number of previous children are restricted to 


maternities of women married once only, and the 
number of previous children refers to live-born 
children only, whereas for earlier years the analyses 
cover all legitimate maternities and the number of 


previous children includes still-born children. 


Legitimate live births: Scotland. The figures are 
tabulated on the basis of live births, twin-births being 
counted as two births. Surviving, still-born and dead 
children are all included when births are classified by 
the number of previous children born to the mother. 


Deaths. The figures relate to the number of deaths 
registered during the calendar year, the normal time 
lag between occurrence and registration being a matter 
of days only. Infant mortality rates represent the 
ratio of deaths of infants under one year of age to live 
births. 


Passenger movement and migration. The statistics 
of passengers arriving in or leaving the United King- 
dom relate to all persons, citizens of the Irish Republic 
being included under “‘ Commonwealth,” since they 
cannot be shown separately. The statistics of pas- 
sengers leaving the United Kingdom thus cover all 
persons leaving any port in the United Kingdom 
whether, for example, as emigrants or as passengers 
on day cruises to the Continent. 


Immigrants and emigrants. The statistics of immi- 
grants and emigrants relate only to Commonwealth 
citizens travelling direct by sea between the United 
Kingdom and non-European countries and are based 
on statements of intention. Corresponding figures for 
foreign migrants travelling on these routes are small 
and are published from time to time in the Board of 
Trade Journal. Records of British emigrants leaving 
for non-European countries were originally kept in 
order to regulate conditions in emigrant ships. Similar 
records are not kept for the short sea routes or for any 
routes by air. Comparable information for Common- 
wealth citizens and foreigners travelling by these 
routes cannot therefore be given. 


Visitors. Statistics of visitors to the United King- 
dom include those arriving both by sea and by air. 
For Commonwealth citizens visitors are defined as 
persons intending to stay for less than one year, 
whereas for foreign nationals they are defined as those 
intending to stay for less than six months but excluding 
those passing through the United Kingdom:

Expenditure on social services 


THE TABLES which follow give annual figures of 
expenditure on social services in Great Britain by the 
central government, the national insurance funds and 
local authorities from 1949/50 to 1952/53. 


The figures relate to years ended 31st March 
except for expenditure by local authorities in Scotland 
whose financial year ends 15th May. 


Grants to persons 


(i) Current 

In addition to items specifically called “Grants to 
persons ” in the tables, these include:—pensions and 
benefits; the grant to Remploy, Limited (included in 
grants to persons for industrial rehabilitation, etc.); 
net expenditure on the milk-in-schools scheme and on 
other milk and welfare foods, school meals and milk 
(regarded as grants in kind); scholarships and grants 
to universities. 

Pensions paid under the contributory social 
insurance schemes are given in full: no deduction is 
made for the revenue received from employers’ and 
employees’ contributions. Superannuation contribu- 
tions paid by local authorities and by bodies operating 
the national health service are included as part of the 
current cost of the service but pensions paid to retired 
employees, for example to retired teachers and 
doctors, are excluded. 

(ii) Capital 

These consist of payments of compensation to 
doctors for loss of right to sell medical practices and 
grants to universities. 


Grants from one public authority to another 


In Tables 44, 45, 46 and 47 these grants are reckoned 
as part of the expenditure of the public authority 
paying them. In the consolidated Table 43 all transfers 
from one public authority to another have been 
eliminated to avoid double counting. 


In the case of grants from the central government 
to local authorities only the grants for specific social 
services are included. Block grants are excluded 
although the major part of them is undoubtedly 
allocated to some form of social service expenditure. 
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Capital expenditure 

The figures shown in Table 47 exclude loans, 
repayments of loans and payments to sinking funds 
but include expenditure on fixed assets financed by 
loans. 


Industrial rehabilitation, training and employment of 
the disabled (Table 43) 
The figures given under this heading cover only 


expenditure by the central government. Expenditure 


by local authorities on this service is included with 
their expenditure on national assistance as separate 
figures are not available. 


The following changes in the treatment of certain 
items have been made since the tables were published 
in the last Annual Abstract of Statistics (No. 90): 


Education 
(i) Expenditure by the central government on 
canteens and their equipment has been trans- 
ferred from current expenditure on education 
to capital expenditure on nutrition services. 

(ii) Capital expenditure on nutrition services and 
on education is now treated as expenditure by 
local authorities financed by capital grants from 
the central government. 

(iii) Payments by local authorities to the central 
government for temporary school accommoda- 
tion are now shown as an offset to central 
government expenditure on education and as 
an item of local authority expenditure. 

(iv) Grants to private educational bodies are now 
shown as grants to persons. 


Child care 
Grants to private institutions are now shown 
as grants to persons. 


National health service 
(i) The grant from the National Insurance Fund 
towards the national health service is shown as 
an offset to central government expenditure. 
(ii) The item “‘ Other services” has been reduced 
by omitting net expenditure on_ liabilities 
transferred to the Minister of Health.

THE SERIES of tables which follows is a summary of 
some of the more important statistics published 
annually covering criminal proceedings, prisons and 
divorce proceedings. It is necessary to preface these 
tables with the warning that differences exist in 
varying degree between the legal and judicial systems 
of England and Wales, Scotland and Northern Ireland 
which have the effect of making it impossible to collate 
the statistics on a completely comparable basis. The 
differences between the systems of England and Wales 
and Northern Ireland and that of Scotland are the 
most pronounced. 


Classification of offences. Offences are analysed under 
three broad headings. For England and Wales and 
Northern Ireland these are (i) indictable offences, (ii) 
non-indictable offences and (iii) offences against 
Defence Regulations; for Scotland they are (i) crimes, 
(ii) miscellaneous offences and (iii) offences against war 
legislation. Generally speaking these groups are 
broadly comparable. 


The first two groups represent a division of criminal 
offences according to the nature of the proceedings in 
which the accused persons are, or could be, tried. Thus, 
the procedure at Courts of Assize and Quarter Sessions 
is by a pill of indictment as opposed to a summons, 
warrant or charge at summary courts; therefore, in 
general all offences which can be tried at Assizes or 
Quarte Sessions are called “‘ indictable ”’ offences. All 
commcn law offences and all offences created by 
statute are indictable unless there is some statutory 
provision which expressly provides for some other 
mode of disposal. Originally, indictable offences could 
be tried at Assizes or Quarter Sessions only but there 
are now many offences committed by adults which may 
be dealt with summarily with the consent of the person 
accused. Offences which are ordinarily within the 
jurisdiction of summary courts only are designated 
‘“‘ non-indictable ” offences; such offences are created 
by statutes which contain express provision for 
summary treatment. 


The third group (offences against Defence Regula- 
tions or war legislation) is a temporary one which 
came into existence during the war years and which 
arose out of the emergency powers taken by the 
Government to prevent acts which might be prejudicial 
either to the country’s security or to the prosecution 
of its war effort. 
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Finding of guilt and conviction. In the statistics for 
England and Wales the term “ persons found guilty ” 
covers not only persons convicted but also those found 
guilty without conviction. The latter category includes 
juveniles dealt with summarily and, up to 31st July, 
1949, adults dealt with summarily under the Probation 
of Offenders Act, 1907, by dismissal, binding over or 
probation order. From 1st August, 1949, as a result of 
the Criminal Justice Act, 1948, all adults found guilty 
in England and Wales are recorded as convicted. In 
the statistics for Scotland persons dismissed, bound over 
or placed on probation under the Probation of Offend- 
ers Act, 1907 (or, from 12th June, 1950, persons 
discharged absolutely or placed on probation under 
the Criminal Justice (Scotland) Act, 1949), are not 
included in the term “ persons convicted or found 
guilty ’’ since there is, in Scotland, neither finding of 
guilt nor conviction in such cases. 


Juveniles. For England and Wales and Scotland 
“* juveniles ” are defined as children or persons under 
the age of 17; for Northern Ireland, however, the 
age limit is under 16 up to Ist April, 1950, and 
under 17 thereafter. 


The Criminal Justice Acts. The Criminal Justice 
Act, 1948, came into force in England and Wales at 
various dates during 1948 and 1949; some provisions 
of the Criminal Justice (Scotland) Act, 1949, became 
operative on 12th June, 1950 and Ist May, 1952; 
similarly, parts of the Criminal Justice Act (Northern 
Ireland), 1953 became effective on Ist October, 1953 
and other changes relating to probation were made by 
the Probation Act (Northern Ireland), 1950 which 
came into force on Ist April, 1950. The Acts affect 
the statistics for disposal of offenders by abolishing 
certain existing sentences (for example, penal servitude) 
and by altering the designation of various other 
sentences as follows:—

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IV. EDUCATION 


THE TABLES on education relate mainly to the years 
1946 to 1953. The statistical work of the Education 
Departments was curtailed during the war years, with 
the result that it has not been possible to compile a 
historical series of data as has been done for other 
subjects. In addition, administrative changes (such as 
the introduction of the Day Schools (Scotland) Code 
in 1939 which altered the basis of classification of 
schools) and legislative changes (such as the Education 
Act, 1944 for England and Wales, the Education 
(Scotland) Act, 1946 and the Education Act (Northern 
Ireland), 1947, the provisions of which are being 
brought gradually into force) have necessarily caused 
much of the information to be collected and sum- 
marised in forms not comparable with the pre-war 
statistics. Only for a few key series has it been 
possible to produce a historical summary in comparable 
form (see Table 84). The new Education Act for 
Northern Ireland became law in March 1947 and 
provisions relating to the re-organisation of the 
schools, which are very similar to those contained in 
the English Act of 1944, operated from 1st April 1948. 


The following notes explain some of the terms in 
common use in this series of tables: 


(a) As a result of the Education Act, 1944 and the 
Education Act (Northern Ireland), 1947 the 
“elementary school” and the term “ elementary 
education” have ceased to exist in England and 
Wales and Northern Ireland. Under the provisions 
of these Acts, education is divided into three 
stages: 


Primary education (up to the age of 11 or 12) 

Secondary education (from 11 or 12 until the 
pupil leaves school) 

Further education (all education and training 
provided after full-time schooling ends). 


Under the Act of 1944 secondary education is 
provided, broadly speaking, in three different types 
of school—the secondary modern, secondary gram- 
mar and secondary technical schools. Certain 
schools are still organised with single departments 
containing children of both primary and secondary 
ages. Such schools, not yet re-organised into 
separate primary or secondary schools are known 
as “‘all-age schools”. For convenience, they have 
been arranged under the “ primary ”’ heading in the 
tables. 
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The terms “primary” and “ secondary’? were 
already in use in Scotland before the introduction 
of the Education (Scotland) Act of 1946. Scotland 
has not adopted the classification of secondary 
schools into three types as in England and Wales, 
but corresponding provision for all types of second- 
ary courses is made. At individual schools one or 
other type of secondary course may predominate. 


In Northern Ireland, from 1st April 1948, the three 
types of secondary schools are called secondary 
intermediate, grammar and technical intermediate 
schools. 


(5) Special schools, either day or residential, provide 
education exclusively for children who are so 
severely handicapped physically or mentally as to 
prevent their profiting fully from education in 
normal primary and secondary schools. 


(c) All grant-aided schools now fall into two 
categories: 

Those maintained or assisted by education 
authorities in respect of which grant is payable 
by the Education Department to the authori- 
ties concerned ; 

and “direct grant” schools in respect of which 
grant is payable by the Education Department 
direct to the governors or managers of the 
schools themselves. 


(d) Schools “ recognised as efficient ”’ are schools 
in England and Wales which are not grant-aided, but 
which have sought and obtained recognition by the 
Ministry of Education after inspection by Her 
Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools. Statistics in respect 
of schools of this type in Scotland and of schools of 
other types not receiving grant in England and 
Wales and Scotland are not available. 


Educational building. The method of calculation 


of the number of new places provided differs in Eng- 
land and Wales and Scotland. 


In England and Wales (Table 94) the figures refer 
to the number of pupils for which new school accom- 
modation is designed. 


In Scotland (Table 101) the figures refer to the sum 
of the approved capacities of all the teaching rooms 
whether classrooms or practical rooms. This sum 
will normally exceed the number of pupils for which 
accommodation is designed.

THE TABLES covering external trade have been com- 
piled from information published or to be published 
in the Annual Statement of Trade of the United 
Kingdom and from the Monthly Accounts relating to 
the Trade and Navigation of the United Kingdom. 
For more detailed figures, notes and definitions re- 
lating to imports and exports reference should be made 
to these volumes. As noted in the Board of Trade 
Journal of 20th February, 1954 and 28th March, 1953, 
the system of classification of commodities for the 
external trade statistics of the United Kingdom was 
changed on Ist January, 1954. The new classification 
is based on the Standard International Trade Classifica- 
tion compiled by the United Nations and figures in 
these tables for all periods are given in the revised 
classifications. The following notes give some of the 
more important points which should be remembered 
when using the figures :— 


(a) The value of the imports for the years shown is 
governed by the appropriate Finance Acts. In 
practice, for statistical purposes, the value is 
normally:— 

(i) For goods imported under a commercial 

contract of sale negotiated in fully open 
market conditions—the price made under 
that contract adjusted as necessary to the 
landed c.i.f. point (exclusive of any duties of 
Customs) and, where payable in foreign 
currency, converted to its sterling equivalent 
at the rate of exchange appropriate at the 
time of lodgment of the Customs import 
entry. 
For goods imported otherwise—the price 
that would have been made under such a 
contract, similarly adjusted and converted 
to sterling. 
The value of the exports represents the cost of the 
goods to the purchaser abroad, including packing, 
inland and coastal transport in the United King- 
dom, dock dues, loading charges, and all other 
costs, profits, charges and expenses (e.g., insurance 
and commission) accruing up to the point where 
the goods are deposited on board the exporting 
vessel or aircraft or at the land boundary of 
Northern Ireland, and is known as the “ free on 
board” value; this value does not include pur- 
chase tax. Both quantities and values are based on 
the declarations of importers and exporters, or 
their agents, which may be verified by Customs 
officials. 


(ii) 


(b) The value of trade in postal packages under Class 
E of the United Kingdom trade classification is 
derived by applying estimated average values to 
the numbers of parcels imported and exported. 
Revised estimated average values were introduced 
in January, 1953. In these tables all import and 


export figures for 1952 have been revised on the 
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basis of the new average values; for purposes of 
comparison, the 1951 totals, if similarly revised, 
would be increased by £4.0 million in the case of 
imports and £32.3 million in the case of exports of 
United Kingdom produce and total exports. 


Gold ore, gold scrap and sweepings, partly worked 
gold and gold leaf are excluded throughout these 
tables while silver bullion and silver coin not in 
current circulation are included for post-war years 
only; these adjustments were made in the Trade and 
Navigation Accounts from 1st January, 1953.

(d) The figures exclude stores and bunker fuel if for 
use on the exporting vessel or aircraft, but the 
quantity of bunker coal shipped for the use of 
vessels engaged in foreign trade (including fishing 
vessels) is shown separately in Table 216; fission- 
able materials are excluded from imports, and also 
equipment for the armed forces imported from the 
United States under the Mutual Defence 
Assistance agreement. 

(e) Imports and re-exports of unset precious and 

semi-precious stones and pearls (except unmounted 

diamonds drilled so as to be adapted for use in 
wire-drawing dies) are excluded throughout these 
tables; the adjustment was made in the Annual 

Statements of Trade of the United Kingdom from 

Ist January, 1949. 


(/) As far as possible all earlier figures in the tables 
have been adjusted to conform to the coverage and 
definitions current in the latest period shown, but 
this has not been possible in some cases on 
account of changes in the United Kingdom trade 
classification (/mport and Export Lists) from 
year to year. This applies particularly to the 
earlier years shown. The changes in coverage 
mentioned below should also be noted:— 


(i) Transhipments under bond, whether of 
dutiable or free goods, are not included in the 
trade figures; the total value of such tranship- 
ments is shown in Table 208. Before the war 
there were special facilities in respect of non- 
dutiable goods in transit on through bills of 
lading; goods treated in this way were 
recorded as imports and re-exports in the 
Statistics. This procedure was suspended at 
the beginning of the war and has not been 
reinstated and there is reason to believe that 
the bulk of the goods which would, according 
to the old arrangements, have been included 
in the trade totals are now recorded in the 
figures of goods transhipped under bond.

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XI. BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 


THE TABLES in this section are summaries of the main 
tables given in “ United Kingdom Balance of Pay- 
ments” White Papers prepared in the Treasury. Figures 
are drawn from Cmd. 9119 (April 1954) and supple- 
mented by certain figures from Cmd. 8976 (October 
1953). 


The following general notes and the footnotes to 
the tables provide brief definitions and explanations 
of the figures and terms used. A fuller analysis of the 
main principles on which the balance of payments is 
constructed is given in Cmd. 9119. 


The current account (Tables 274 and 276). The 
figures are derived from Exchange Control and other 
sources. So far as possible an attempt is made to 
record the value of transactions when a change in the 
ownership of goods takes place and when services are 
rendered. In practice, owing to lack of information, 
this cannot be done accurately; and for the greater 
part of imports, payments data are used. The rela- 
tionship of the time of payment for imports to the 
time of their arrival in the United Kingdom is known 
to vary considerably between different commodities 
in the same period and from one period to another 
for the same commodities. For United Kingdom 
exports the transactions are assumed to take place 
on or after arrival in foreign ports. The figures of 
imports, most of which are valued f.o.b., and of 
exports and re-exports therefore differ not only in 
the basis of valuation of imports but also in timing 
from the figures of movements of imports (valued 
c.i.f.) and exports (f.o.b.) given in the Trade and 
Navigation Accounts. There are also differences in 
classification of imports and in coverage compared 
with the Trade and Navigation Accounts. 


The main differences in classification are: 


(i) “‘ Food and feeding-stuffs ’’ includes commodi- 
ties classified in the Trade and Navigation 
Accounts as “ Food and drink ”’ and, in addi- 
tion, oilseeds and nuts, fats and oils (other than 
petroleum) and starch. 


(ii) ‘‘ Tobacco” covers unmanufactured tobacco 
only. 


(iii) “‘ Raw materials ”’ includes commodities classi- 
fied in the Trade and Navigation Accounts 
as “Raw materials and articles mainly 
unmanufactured”’ (with ‘the exception of fats 
and oils) and, in addition, iron and steel 
(including finished steel), non-ferrous metals, 
plywood, paper and board, leather, chemicals, 
dyes and colours, plastic materials and molasses. 


Differences in coverage include: 


(i) These figures include diamonds, silver, partly- 
worked gold, and second-hand ships. 


(ii) They exclude imports from and exports to the 
Channel Islands and landings by British whale 
fisheries. 


The investment and financing account (Tables 275 
and 277). This account shows how the surpluses and 
deficits on current account were balanced by grants 
and capital transactions, but its scope is wider than 
this, for it indicates the importance of transfers be- 
tween areas, of various kinds of investment transaction 
and of movements in short term liabilities and reserves. 


The net gold and dollar surplus or deficit. (Table 
278). This table summarises all gold and dollar 
transactions of the Sterling Area. The figures for the 
Rest of the Sterling Area cover net sales to, and 
drawings on, the central reserves arising from 
surpluses or deficits with the Dollar Area. Sales of 
gold, regardless of the area of residence of the 
purchaser, are treated as transactions with the 
Dollar Area, in which are also included other 
Rest of the Sterling Area gold and dollar transactions 
with non-dollar countries and with the International 
Monetary Fund and the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Development. 


United Kingdom surplus or deficit in the European 
Payments Union. (Table 279). For consistency with 
the other tables, the United Kingdom’s “‘ net surplus 
or deficit ” in the European Payments Union has been 
analysed in terms of transactions with non-Sterling 
Area O.E.E.C. countries (see below). An adjustment 
has, therefore, been included in the surplus or deficit 
of Other Sterling Area countries for the sterling 
transactions of Iceland which, although a member of 
the Sterling Area, is a separate participant in the 
European Payments Union. 


Regional analyses. The figures for any particular 
region indicate transactions with residents of that 
area and not necessarily the origin or destination of 
goods bought or sold nor the currency in which the 
transactions took place. The regions referred to in 
Tables 276, 277 and 280 are currently defined as 
follows: 


(i) “ Dollar Area”: United States of America 
and dependencies; other ““American Account ” 
countries of Central and South America, Liberia 
and the Philippines; and Canada. American 
oil companies are treated as residents of the 
Dollar Area, even when operating outside it. 
Gold is regarded conventionally as a currency 
of the “ Dollar Area.” 


(ii) ‘‘ Other Western Hemisphere”: Argentina, 
Brazil, Chile, Paraguay, Peru and Uruguay. 


(ili) “‘ O.E.E.C. countries”: Non-sterling area 
members of the Organisation for European 
Economic Co-operation and their depend- 
encies. 


(iv) ‘‘ Other non-sterling countries”: Most of the 
Middle and Far East, Eastern Europe (in- 
cluding the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
and Eastern Germany) and Spain. 


(v) “ Rest of Sterling Area”: Consists of (a) the 
colonial territories of the United Kingdom 
(Colonies, Protectorates, Trust Territories, 
etc., including Northern Rhodesia and Nyasa- 
land throughout); (b) other Commonwealth 
countries (including Southern Rhodesia but 
excluding Canada); the British Protected States 
in the Persian Gulf (Bahrain, Kuwait, Qatar 
and the Trucial States); Burma, Iceland, Iraq, 
the Irish Republic, Jordan and Libya. 


(vi) “ Non-territorial organisations ”: Includes the 
United Nations and its Specialised Agencies 
and the Bank for International Settlements 


(except when acting as Agent for the European 
Payments Union).

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XI. NATIONAL INCOME AND EXPENDITURE. 


THE TABLES which follow are based upon those in 
“National Income and Expenditure 1946-53” of 
the United Kingdom, published by Her Majesty’s 
Stationery Office (August 1954), with some addi- 
tional figures for 1938. Some of the figures are 
provisional and may have to be revised later; this 
applies particularly to the figures for 1953. Further, 
in some cases the direct information on which an 
estimate can be based is so scanty that the figures are 
throughout subject to a considerable margin of error. 
Important examples are the figures for personal 
savings, stock appreciation, and the value of the 
physical increase in stocks. The 1938 figures are, in 
general, based on less complete information than the 
others, and may not in all cases be exactly comparable 
in scope, although, of course, the objective is to make 
them so. 


Gross national product and expenditure (Table 282): 
General concepts. The first aggregate measured in 
these tables is the gross national product. This is an 
estimate of the total output by the nation of goods 
and services (the gross domestic product) together 
with net income from abroad. The gross national 
product is not identical with the national income. 
The latter is defined as equal to the total of goods and 
services becoming available after deducting what is 
required to maintain real capital intact (the gross 
national product /ess depreciation). It is not at 
present possible to measure accurately the national 
income of the United Kingdom, because no accurate 
data are available to show the current cost of depreci- 
ation of fixed capital: the only precise figures of de- 
preciation relate mainly to depreciation allowances 
granted for tax purposes, which do not purport to 
represent the current cost of maintaining real capital 
intact and which vary from time to time with changes 
in the basis of calculating the allowances. Although 
no figure of national income is given here, Table 282 
shows the total of national income and depreciation, 
which is equal to the gross national product. 


For the same reason, the estimates of the trading 
profits of companies and other enterprises and of the 
trading surpluses of the public corporations, are stated 
throughout before any deduction for depreciation. 


The upper part of the table shows the contribution 
to the gross national product of the different factors of 
production. The profit items in the table—professional 
earnings, income from farming, profits of other sole 
traders and partnerships, trading profits of companies, 
trading surpluses of public corporations and profits of 
other public enterprises—are shown gross of stock 
appreciation, that is, the change in value of stocks due 
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to the change, if any, in the prices at which stocks are 
valued in the reckoning of profits. This element of 
stock appreciation is deducted in reckoning the total 
of the gross national product. 


The lower part of the table shows the various money 
flows which generate the gross national product. 
These include expenditure by United Kingdom final 
buyers—that is, expenditure on goods and services 
other than for use in current production and re-sale— 
and expenditure on British exports by overseas 
purchasers. The sum of these two items overstates the 
amount of income generated in the United Kingdom 
by the value of imports of goods and services; this 
item is therefore subtracted. 


Total expenditure is first measured at market 
prices (the prices paid by the final buyer) which in- 
clude indirect taxes and subsidies. Deduction of 
indirect taxes and addition of subsidies results in the 
total gross national expenditure at factor cost, which 
is equal to the gross national product—the sum of 
the incomes of the factors of production. 


Personal income and expenditure (Table 283). 
“Persons”’ are here defined as including unincorpor- 
ated businesses and non-profit-making bodies. Income 
is shown gross before providing for depreciation or 
stock appreciation (see note above on the gross nati- 
onal product). Employers’ national insurance contri- 
butions are treated as employee income taxed at source 
and therefore appear under both income and outlay. 
Personal saving before providing for depreciation or 
stock appreciation is estimated as a residual and is 
subject to a wide margin of error. 


Corporate income appropriation account (Table 284). 
Trading profits are shown before deduction of de- 
preciation allowances. Profits from operations 
outside the United Kingdom are included under the 
non-trading income. Dividends paid by one company 
to another are excluded both from dividends and from 
non-trading income. Additions to dividend reserves 
represent the excess of provision for dividends out of 
the year’s income over the dividends actually paid in 
the year. Additions to tax reserves represent the 
difference between provision for tax on the year’s 
income and taxes actually paid in the year. 


Revenue account of central government including 
National Insurance Funds (Table 285). This presenta- 
tion of the government accounts differs from the 
Exchequer accounts in a number of important respects. 
It is an account for the whole of the government,

including national insurance funds, not for the 
Exchequer alone. Secondly, it excludes certain 
receipts and expenditure which are regarded as 
capital items. Thirdly, it differs considerably in its 
treatment of the receipts and expenditure of trading 
services. 


Combined capital account (Table 287). This table 
brings together the savings of the several sectors of 
the economy and shows the total investment at home 
and overseas. 


Transactions with the rest of the world (Table 288). 
This account is a balance of payments table combining 
capital with current accounts. The items are related to, 
though not quite identical in classification with, those 
given in Table | in the periodical Balance of Payments 
White Papers. Imports and exports include such 
“invisible ” items as shipping services, tourism and 
government overseas expenditure. Current transfers 
include grants to colonial and other overseas govern- 
ments, migrants’ remittances and defence aid from 
the United States Government. 


Gross national product by industry (Table 290). This 
table shows the contribution of each industry to the 
gross national product, measured as the sum of 
income and depreciation arising in the industry. This 
is also equal to the “‘ value added ”’ by the industry, 
that is, the excess of the value of its current output 
over the value of goods and services purchased from 
outside the industry and used in production. 


Company profits (Table 294). The term “* company 
profits” as used here denotes the trading profits of 
companies and other bodies operating in the United 
Kingdom, excluding the profits of companies engaged 
in agriculture, but including the surpluses before 
deduction of interest or dividends on sales of co-opera- 
tive societies. Profits are reckoned after deduction 
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of directors’ fees, but before deduction of depreciation 
allowances, profits tax and debenture interest. 


The classification of company profits by industry 
corresponds in principle with that of the Standard 
Industrial Classification, but the figures are not com- 
parable with the statistics of manpower, or with data 
from the Census of Production. The reason is that the 
latter are based on data for separate establishments, 
while the profits figures are related to financial units 
which often cover more than one establishment. 


Public corporations: Operating account (Table 295). 
The “ public corporations ” in this account are given 
below in the order of their commencing or vesting 
dates:—the Central Electricity Board, the British 
Broadcasting Corporation, the Electricity Board for 
Northern Ireland, the London Passenger Transport 
Board, the Scottish Special Housing Association, the 
British Overseas Airways Corporation, the National 
Service Hostels Corporation Ltd., the North of 
Scotland Hydro-Electric Board, the Northern Ireland 
Housing Trust, the Bank of England, British South 
American Airways Corporation, British European 
Airways, New Towns Development Corporations, the 
National Dock Labour Board, the National Coal 
Board, Cable and Wireless Ltd., the Raw Cotton 
Commission, the British Electricity Authority and 
Area Electricity Boards, the National Film Finance 
Corporation, the National Research and Development 
Corporation, the Ulster Transport Authority, the 
Gas Council and Area Gas Boards, Festival Gardens 
Ltd., and the Iron and Steel Holding and Realisation 
Agency (replacing the Iron and Steel Corporation of 
Great Britain). 


Gross fixed capital formation (Tables 296 and 297). 
Fixed capital formation comprises expenditure on the 
replacement of, and additions to, the stock of fixed 
capital assets located in the United Kingdom, including 
all ships and aircraft of United Kingdom ownership.
